County council marks 125years

SOMERSET county councillors have marked a mo¬ 
ment in the local authority’s history by standing for a 
commemorative photograph for its 125th birthday 
year. 

It is 125 years since the county council was 
founded, with a first meeting chaired by Sir Richard 
Horner Paget at Highbridge Town Hall in 1889. Be¬ 
fore its foundation, unelected Justices of the Peace 
had been responsible for providing the county’s jus¬ 
tice and administration. However, the county coun¬ 
cil’s remit swiftly developed, with Somerset’s roads 
making the greatest demand on resources as the coun¬ 
cil acted to modernise routes used by pony and trap 
for the age of the motor car. 

Today, Somerset County Council’s highways team 
maintains 6,640km of Somerset roads - the equiva¬ 
lent straight line distance from County Hall to the 
centre of Alaska. In 2013-14 the team succeeded in 
repairing a staggering 25,000 safety defects and took 
25,000 enquiries from customers. 


Details from the 1881 Census show that around 
510,000 people lived in Somerset at that time, in an 
area including Bath and North Somerset and reaching 
as far as the borders of Bristol. This is compared to 
the almost 530,000 people recorded in the 2011 Cen¬ 
sus living in the five Somerset districts we know and 
love in 2014. 

In 1881 the county was also divided into Poor Law 
Unions and registration districts rather than wards, 
with an average of five people per household - twice 
as many as now. 

The current chairman of Somerset County Council, 
David Fothergill, said: “For 125 years the county 
council has been supporting the people of Somerset 
in all aspects of their lives, from their roads, rights of 
way and school services, to social care and libraries. 

“The contribution made by so many officers and 
members over this time has been enormous, and de¬ 
spite current challenges I am confident about the sup¬ 
portive strength of the council in the future.”

News of £2billion investment for road 
improvements welcomed in Somerset 


THIS IS THE RESULT OF LONG, HARD-FOUGHT CAMPAIGN,'SAYS COUNTY COUNCIL LEADER 


THE government’s announcement this week 
that the full A303 corridor, including the 
A35 8 from the Ilminster roundabout to 
Taunton and the A30, would be upgraded 
with a £2billion investment was met with 
widespread approval in South Somerset. 

The coalition government made the announcement 
as part of this week’s Autumn Statement. After years 
of lobbying by local authorities it was revealed that 
the route between Amesbury and Taunton would be 
fully dualled - with the section between Ilminster and 
the M5 at Taunton costing £300million - and a 2.9km 
tunnel costing £1.2billion would be built around 
Stonehenge as part of a Road Investment Strategy. 

The plan does not involve dualling the A303 over 
the sensitive Blackdown Hills Area of Outstanding 
National Beauty, but instead there will be smaller 
scale improvements to this stretch of road. 

Cllr John Osman, leader of Somerset County Coun¬ 
cil, said: “We’ve worked so hard to put the A303 and 
the A358 right back at the top of the government’s 
agenda and it’s great news that all our hard work has 
paid off. 

“Today’s announcement is the result of a long, hard- 
fought campaign and I’d like to publically thank 
everyone involved - from all those within the part¬ 
nership, to the many businesses who pledged their 
support and every member of the public who wrote 
to the Department for Transport or signed a petition. 

“We’ll celebrate today’s news but my pledge to you 
is we will keep up the pressure until work is finished 
and we can all benefit from shorter, safer and more 
reliable journey times.” 

Representatives from Somerset County Council 
have met with three different Transport Ministers, 
sent numerous letters and held two MP briefing ses¬ 
sions in Westminster to gather support. In partnership 
with neighbouring authorities, they have commis¬ 
sioned economic studies to highlight the benefits of 
improvements, and surveyed hundreds of businesses 
and visitors to show the widespread support. 

These showed that improvements could provide 
21,400 jobs, a £41.6billion boost to the economy and 
£1.9billion in transport benefits from reduced journey 
times. An upgrade could also prevent more than 1,800 
fatal or serious injuries over 60 years and reduce car¬ 
bon emissions by nine per cent. 

Councillor Osman added: “We set the bar very high 
with our objectives. We were very clear that just im¬ 
proving parts of the route was not enough and we 
needed major investment and a commitment to im¬ 
proving the whole route, including Stonehenge, and 
also including both the A358 to Taunton and the A30 
to Honiton. 

“The A358 is crucial to future economic growth in 
Taunton and Bridgwater, and will also serve new de¬ 
velopments at Hinkley, whilst only by improving the 
A30 will we have a second reliable strategic link 
through to the South West as an alternative to the M5. 

“Today’s announcement means we should finally 
have a road which is fit for purpose. It will generate 
a significant boost for the Somerset economy and 
some consolation for the thousands of motorists who 
have suffered from delays over so many years.” 

Tim Carroll, deputy leader of South Somerset Dis¬ 
trict Council and and portfolio holder for Finance and 
Spatial Planning, commented: “This is really great 
news for the host of organisations and individuals that 
has tirelessly campaigned over the last three decades 
for the A303 dualling to be completed. 

“I am pleased that the Sparkford/Ilchester section 
has been highlighted for an early start as this has been 
one of this council’s five priorities for improvement 
along the route but we will continue to press for the 
rest of the sections to be done as a matter of urgency. 

“There were observations that congestion only oc¬ 
curred in the summer holiday season along this route 
but, as anyone local will tell you, we experience con¬ 
gestion and delays on a daily basis on the stretches 
through South Somerset which causes disruption both 
to our businesses and residents. In addition, there is 
the safety issue of the three ‘offset’ roundabouts at 
Sparkford, South Petherton and Ilminster where 


HGVs have frequently overturned and it is a miracle 
that these accidents haven’t resulted in greater casu¬ 
alties. 

“The proposed early dualling of the A358 section 
from Ilminster to Junction 25 is also welcomed as it 
not only forms part of main east/west route from the 
M3 to M5 but also is a critically important 
North/South regional route from the M5 to the south 
coast via Yeovil and Dorchester. 

“This year is significant as it marks the 10th an¬ 
niversary of the announcement back in 2004 by Alis¬ 
tair Darling that the then Labour government had 
accepted the recommendations of the South West 
Multi-Modal Study that the A303/A358 would form 
the second strategic road transport route into the 
South West after the M4/M5 and that the A303/A358 
would be dualled along its length. 

“Three years later, that government reversed its de¬ 
cision and the opportunity was lost. A clear message 
from the South West must now go back to all political 
parties in parliament that this region cannot and 
should not be disappointed again and we should seek 
their commitment to that end. 

“So good news for our residents and businesses and 
also good news for holidaymakers whose abiding 
memory of Somerset used to be a three-mile tailback 
on the Ilminster bypass - hopefully to become soon 
an impression of the past.” 

David Laws, MP for the Yeovil Constituency, has 
also been a keen supporter of dualling the road since 
being elected as MP in 2001. 

He commented: “I am absolutely delighted that the 
coalition government is going ahead with this signif¬ 
icant plan to upgrade the A303 and the A358 - neither 
of which are currently fit for purpose. Current levels 
of road congestion and delays are unacceptable, and 
it is totally inappropriate that a busy A303 runs right 
past Stonehenge - a monument of world heritage im¬ 
portance. 

'Exactly what I wanted' 

“I have been campaigning for this plan for many 
years, and it has taken a Coalition Government with 
a strong Liberal Democrat membership to finally se¬ 
cure some action. 

“The plan is exactly what I have wanted - with the 
A303 dualled from Ilminster eastwards, and the A358 
dualled up to the M5 at Taunton. This is good news 
for travel across the region and within Somerset - 
making it easier for my constituents to access 
Taunton, the M5 and the M3. 

“We now need to ensure that this plan moves ahead 
without delay, and we have to ensure that political 
support for it lasts well beyond the General Election 
next year. I promise to continue supporting this plan, 
and I will hold this government and its successor gov¬ 
ernments to account for delivering it. 

“I will also press for double tracking of the railway 
line from Salisbury to Exeter. We need not only first 
class roads in our region but also high quality rail 
services. At present, the rail services from Weymouth 
to Bristol are too infrequent and can be very over¬ 
crowded, not least in summer. Now that we have got 
a good plan for the A303 and A358, we need to 
strongly press the case for significantly better rail 
services, both East/West and North/South.” 

Somerset Chamber of Commerce, whoch lobbied 
the government for road improvements to ensure 
Somerset remained a competitive place for business, 
also welcomed the news. 

Rupert Cox, CEO of the chamber, said: “This is 
good news for Somerset’s businesses and the wider 
economy. We have been calling on successive gov¬ 
ernments to finish the job of dualling the A303, and 
now we have the chance to make it happen. 

“With excellent road and rail connectivity coupled 
with the improving superfast broadband availability 
and competitive property prices, Somerset now has 
an even better opportunity to promote itself as a great 
place from which to do business. 

“Our only concern is that being a 10 to 12 year plan, 
future governments could renege on this commit¬ 
ment, so we would urge all the main political parties 
to commit to honouring this announcement.” 

Chairman Graham Knight added: “We welcome the

announcement and the additional jobs this will bring 
to the South West. There have been real problems on 
these routes for a long time, with congestion getting 
worse every year as traffic volumes increase. It is now 
important that Somerset responds with detailed plans 
to capitalise on the improvements.” 

Local businesses which will benefit from the im¬ 
provements have also said they are pleased with the 
annoucement. 

Simon Saunders, owner of Ariel Atom Motors based 
in Crewkerne, added: “This is great news and will 
vastly improve things for us. We and our customers 
rely on the A303 and A358 and in the summer they 
can be purgatory. 

“It has a direct impact on our business. People say 
they just won’t come and see us on a here on a Friday 
because of the traffic. We have customers who say 
how long they’ve been stuck on the road and we have 
to plan in lots of time when we’re travelling because 
we don’t know how long it’s going to take.” 

But the news wasn’t universally welcomed. Peter 
Lansdown, South Somerset Green Party secretary, 
said: “Dualling will actually make these things worse 
as traffic grows to fill the space available. I remember 
when the Ml was new and empty; today it is older, 
wider, and full. 

“Bigger roads and increased traffic are likely to 
damage tourism as they may destroy the very things 
tourists come here to find - peace, tranquility and 
beauty.” 


Fire crews called to fallen tree

They were called just after 4.15am on Thursda,

- and the Specialist Rescue Team from Bridgwater 
following reports from the police of a tree fallen 
onto a property, with the occupant unable to get 
out.

The remaining two appliances 
assisted the police with making the scene safe. 

"Western Power Distribution and BT were re¬ 
quested to attend as a large branch from a 100ft 
oak tree had affected cables. A road closure was 
put in place and Highways were requested to at¬ 
tend along with a tree surgeon. 

"The property sustained damage to the roof and 
masonry, advice was given to the occupier."

Permitted Development rights - 
New rules for agricultural buildings 


IN MARCH 2014 the government published detailed 
legislation relating to the conversion of redundant 
agricultural building to residential dwellings without 
the need to apply for planning consent. These new 
rules came into force on April 6th 2014. 

The new Permitted Development rights only apply 
in England and allow for the conversion of agricul¬ 
tural buildings into residential properties. 

They will not apply to listed buildings or buildings 
in designated areas such as National Parks, Areas of 
Outstanding Natural Beauty or Sites of Special Scien¬ 
tific Interest. 

Overall, the new Permitted Development rights are 
welcome news for landowners of under utilised build¬ 
ings or buildings no longer suited to modern agricul¬ 
ture although there are still a number of restrictions 
that you need to be aware of. 

You should also bear in mind that if you fall foul of 
any of the requirements, you cannot rely on Permit¬ 
ted Development rights and will instead need to 


submit a planning application. 

Even though you may not need to apply for plan¬ 
ning consent, there will be occasions where you will 
need to notify your local authority to determine if a 
prior approval application will be needed for certain 
issues. 

This will allow them to decide whether their prior 
approval is needed in respect of transport and high¬ 
way impacts, noise impacts, contamination and 
flooding risks. 

The authority will also consider whether their prior 
approval is needed to consider whether the location 
of the building makes it impractical or undesirable for 
the building to be used as a dwelling house. 

It may be deemed by some that these restrictions 
give local authorities plenty of ammunition to pre¬ 
vent conversions they consider undesirable. 

Whether this is the case or not remains to be seen 
but it would appear that now is the perfect time to 
take advantage of these changes.

Although the 
town council pays for the cost of putting up the 
town centre lights the committee has to cover the 
costs for the event, including insurance, hire of hall 
and stage, and also to purchase new lights."

ILMINSTER Fire Station is hosting an open 
evening for prospective on-call firefighters on 
Wednesday, December 10th at 7pm. 

Devon and Somerset Fire & Rescue Service is 
looking for people in the llminster community 
to be on-call or retained firefighters. No previ¬ 
ous experience of firefighting is necessary for 
this role - the ideal prospective firefighter starts 
with a commitment to the community, a posi¬ 
tive attitude and a good level of fitness. 

This is an opportunity for men and women 
who live and/or work within five minutes re¬ 
sponse time to the fire station to potentially 
save lives in fire, flood and road traffic emergen¬ 
cies. The station is particularly looking for cover 
from 6am to 6pm, five days a week, including 
some weekends. 

Being on-call means that you provide a level 
of cover whilst at work or at home and when 
you are needed your pager will alert you to at¬ 
tend the station.

Buckler proves a change 
really is as good as a rest 


IT looks like trainer Bob Buck¬ 
ler’s move to Spaxton is paying 
off for his horses as the former 
Crewkerne trainer recorded his 
fourth winner in six starts writes 
Stuart Broom.
